.....The feeling? cf uho Esumiran people as. present may be summarised in <• 

the ancient Honan excleanatiom "morituri to salutantl" This is a conscious 
appreciation of the situation facing the Estonian people today. The Soviet 
afKue3 hove reached the Estonian irom.iei.’ and threaten to re-occupy the 
country* The Estonian people are aware that the military occupation will 
he followed by arrests, executions, and deportations oa a scale exceeding 
the horrors of 1941. The Soviet Union covets the Baltic States and Finland 
in order to establish her ora * dominium maris Baltici.* She claim to have 
incorporated the Baltic States in 1940, and nurses puppet governments for 
Estonia,, Latvia, and Lithuania on Russian soil. The Finns fear a similar 
fate if the Russians succeed in establishing their control over Finland . 

The reality of this danger is clearly illustrated by the ominous developments 
in RUsso -Sblisih relations. Reports have reacted Estonia from Soviet occupied 
lithuacia, Poland, and White Russia of large scale deportations of the in- 
teliigentsia and even of more prosperous farmers, who, according to the 
.Soviet view, had oeen exposed too long to the influence of the bourgeois world. 
Broadcast® from Ieningrad are constantly threatening the so-called Estonian 
Nazis with, dire punishment when the Red Army reaches Estonia. An appeal was 
made to; the partisans to prevent those "Nazi plutocrats* from leaving Estonia. 
They must be liquidated in order to prevent them from carrying on the fight 
against the Soviets from abroad,. The Jlstonians have no doubt that the people 
branded try the arriots as "Estonian Nazi Plutocrats" are primarily those 
patriotic Estonians who firmly stand and fight for the independence of their 
country, and of shorn hundreds have bean placed under arrest by the Gormans 
'for their pro-British sympathies. And since the aim of the overwhelming 
majority of the Estonian people is toe restoration of Estonia's independence, 
maps reprisals on an unprecedented scale are expected. Such appeals from 
abroad would seem to serve the purpose of providing tne Soviets with an 
alibi since any atrocities committed after vhe entry of the Red Amy into 
.'Estonia could later on be blamed on 'the partisans. An impartial investigation 
Of the facta under 'war conditions would obviously be very difficult. There 
13 little hop© for help from outsid© .for the Estonians know that me f/aotern 
Democracies are at present in no position to help, no help can be expected 
from 'Sweden,, ard the Firms have too- many troubles of their own. 

, ' '-Bespit# all this, howesror, the Estonian people are united in the purpose 
- tin® by force of arms to the last possibility the reoccupation of 
tueib' 'eountary by Soviet Russia. They are determined to carry on the fight 
?- even after the collapse of the German armies or their general withdrawal. An 
• underground National Committee of the Republic of Estonia has been formed. 

■ pocanittiae; 'is engaged on organising a shadow administration and its own 
, an&’d force’s vhich is a most difficult task in view of the German occupation. 

Tbs mtsaceri', of the Committee represent all political parties. They are men 
Of toe youtlger generation with truly democratic views who hitherto had organized 
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the anti-German resistance movement in Estonia. During tie mass arrests 
in April and on Mey 1 st a number of titan wore arrested but others are 
carrying on despite Gorman efforts to capture than. The 30 nan are obviously 
no 'Quislings,*' and yet the Soviets brand them as Nazis and their lackeys, 
ffhild the Soviet forces are on tho point of invading Estonian territory, 
the National Committee nas issued an appeal to cho peopie not to leave the 
country. A a a result of this appeal the flow of refugees to Sweden and 
Finland has diminished. Some younger JCstonians v.ho had fled the country in 
order to avoid German mobilisation are non ®gor to return from Sweden and 
to place themselves at the disposal of tho National Committee for the defense 
of their country. The German attempts! to mobilize the Estonians proved a 
failure because they endeavoured to draft them into their own army and to 
Bale them l'lgni; for tneir own ends outside the territory of the Republic 
of Estonia. Now, however, they rally in response to an appeal by t'neir own 
acknowledged representatives,, The Estonian National Committee, whose aims 
are the restoration of National independence and the protection of Estonian 
lives and property. It may seem surprising hat the Germans instead of 
supporting this popular' movement aro actually opposing tho formation of an 
Estonian, national army. It would appear that knowing the anti-German feelings 
of the Eotonien people, the Germans fear that such an aray under the political 
leadership of true patriots would not fight egainst tlia Russians alone, but 
would sooner or later turn against the Germans ihemselveo. In their present 
difficultieo, however, they have not been able to prevent cne formation of 
Estonian national military units. At the same time tney have sought to 
minimise the d finger to themselves by resorting to political arrests. Hence 
the arrests of April and May lot which affe'cted primarily the Estonian in- 
telligent'sia. Public reaction to this step, however, was so ominous that a 
considerable number of those arrested had to be released again. 

The maim tragedy of tho Estonian people is that (hey have to defend 
taemsolves egainst two anemias in opposite campg. Though, ov/ing to the 
imminent d anger wnich threatens the National existence and the very lives of 
tho Estonian, a, tho National Committee, supported in this by the whole popu- 
lation, is organizing at present the defense of the country against a new 
Soviet invasion, the Committee nils to York underground and its members are 
in constant danger of being arrested by tho Gennans. If the resistance move- 
ment gainst the Germans is at present less active, it is due to the feet 
that a mas a, uprising would inevitably lay tho country open to a Soviet Russian 
invasion. Aid tan fear of Soviet Russia 13 even greater tnan tne hatred for 
tns Germans. Nevertheless, no one in Estonia doubts that in case tne in- 
dependence of xne Republic of Estonia were guaranteed by the Allies such 
popular uprising against the Germans would take place, which would vitally 
affect their North-Ea 3 tern front. Such a guarantee, however, has not been 
given* The Atlantic Charter was received with enthusiasm by tho Estonian 
people at the title of its proclamation. Rocent pronouneorccnta of responsible 
Allied statesmen, however, have cast doubts on its effectiveness and general 
application. And yet, there is a deep conviction among the Estonian people 
that if they manage to survive tne prosent struggle the principles of the 
Atlantic Charter vnlll prevail in tho end...... 
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The following excerpts concerning the attitude of the Latvian 
people toward, too Russians and toe Germans nave been taken 
from a Danish report » 

1. On 20 July toe Germans were assumed to havo 35-40 divi- 
sions in toe Baltic States. They provide no recistanco 
■worth mentioning to the Russians. The Germans are not 
short of aien, but there is e certain shortage of Manorial 
in the Baltic Area. The essential reason is however that 
their combat morale is undermined. The German soldier is 
unable to arrange any defense, largely cecause of internal 
suspicion. No one vents to ue left behind and become a 
sort of "Stalingrad Group" . It is thought that a large 
pari; of the low morale is attributable to Latvian propaganda. 
In toe days just after the German occupation, a small number 
of Latvians were taken into the Ge rman Army. They were put 
in an»ng the German soldiers. During the first year many Lat- 
vians were forced into the army, and now the situation is in 
3ome cases reversed. There are German companies with about 
I0-.15 Latvians to one German.- Because of the hatred aroused 
by toe Germans .in Latvia, the Latvians do everything they 
can. to sabotage the Germans. There is no doubt many of them 
are pure partisans. They steal weapons and sell then to the 
population. 

2w As for feeling in Latvia-, there is zio doubt teat 9QZ of the 
. ; people in the country favor the Russians. This is attributed 

to toe absence in Latvia of a faming class owning its land. 
The country population sees no difference between working for 
a private owner and working for a "kolhos" association.. The 
Germans have returned no ground to the former owners, but 
rather continued the Russian system, increasing the quotas 
to be turned over to then. In come cases these quotas go up 
to 5CSS,. In toe cities, especially in Riga, feeling toward 
the Russians is much lewis favoraole, chiefly because most of 
the "intelligentsia" is concentrated there. These people 
have no sympathy for the Germans either. They havo begun 
to independence movement which, however, comes a bit late 
to. have any 'great effect on the people. In July, probably 
the Ijitfa, an ordor came forbidding people to leave Latvia 
or send property to Germany. This affects Germans both from 
Germany and Latvia. It was due to preparations being made 
by civil servants and returned Baltic Germans for abandoning 
the country in haste.

1«, There are several signs pointing to continued German resis- 
tance in the Estonian sector. Thus, Inspector General Soodla 
- leader of th.9 S3 in Estonia - wa3 in Berlin recently seek- 
ing more anno, and it is reported that ths Germans promised 
to comply with his request* Of the German troops evacuated 
from Finland since the beginning of the offensive on the Bal- 
tic front, one-half were sent from Hango to Estonia, while the 
others were sent to Danzig. Two divisions of Germans have 
been brought in as reinforcements since the. beginning of the 
big offensive on the Estonian front. The Nazis also re dolled 
all officials of the "Estonian German Civil Administration* 
from Kpningaburg and East Prussia.. These officials have now 
been sent to Estonia to organize the cfefense of that country. 
Similarly, Henrieh Lohse, Roichskommisar for northern “Ostlaad" , 
has moved with his staff from Higa to Parou, in Estonia* Recent- 
ly;, Dr. Hjalmar Mab. leading’ Estonian Quisling and head of the 
so-called 'Estonian Self-administration" 1 , proclaimed total mobili- 
zation in Estonia* Men, including eighteen-year -old boys, have 
been aimed and are being sent to the front. It is alleged (no 
confirmation) that after the mobilization was proclaimed, the 
•Estonian Self-government": was dissolved by the Germans. The 
■German Civil Administration" , however, continues to function 
under Goiaaissar General Earl Li teaman.
